Matt Messner I A Go Go 

A Go Go is an investigation into the conventions of architectural 
representation with an interest in what spaces are produced through 
the willful misuse of tropes and symbols. The first phase of A Go Go 
took the form of an a-directional suspended model and a large (6’x6j 
illustration. The second phase of A Go Go distilled lessons learned from 
the earlier models and drawings to imagine an architecture that utilized 
similar qualities and sensibilities. The act drawing of the Plan, Section, 
and Elevation was the sole means of designing the architectural project 
of A Go Go, later to be realized in another large suspended model. 

Each Drawing was derived from the same base drawing making them 
almost completely interchangeable.
